few American newspaper­ 
men went into Red China 
and 
out of their activities developed 
a campaign to issue passports 
for the American press te enter 
that country. The Red 
Chinese 
government has encouraged the 
belief that it w o u l d 
welcome 
American 
press representation. 
This is tantamount to a recog­ 
nition of Red China. 
After considerable cogitation, 
the State Department agreed, to 
grant passports to that unrecog­ 
nized country 
to two d o z e n 
American reporters. Whereupon 
Red 
China 
countered 
by 
de­ 
manding that Red 
Chinese 
re­ 
porters be admitted to the Unit­ 
ed States, which would be a log­ 
ical quid pro quo. Is it to be man 
for man? What about our bar­ 
gaining power to Set our sons 
who are prisoners out of China? 
It is now obvious that the Red 
Chinese campaign to get Amer­ 
ican reporters rn to that country 
was only another d e v i c e 
to 
achieve recognition. It is

cult to understand why a gov­ 
ernment that hates the United 
States and attacks us on every 
occasion is so anxious to be rec­ 
ognized by this country and to 
have norma! relations with us. If 
we are such horrible imperialists 
a-* they say, why not reject ua 
altogether?
